Assured that it would be signed 
by the governor, the house of repre- 
sentatives late Friday afternoon con- 
curred in the senate amendment to 
the Battle-Allen bill to discount West- 
ern & Atlantic railroad warrants for 
a total of eight years and turned its 
attention to the work of three confer- 
ence committees on reapportionment, 
appropriations and reorganization. 

Sometime tonight, according to the 
legislative clock, the session will come 
to an end. The fate of the appropria- 
tions and reapportionment measures.

agreement this morning. 

Although adopted in the senate, 
where diversion strength was greater, 
the amendment to the house W. & 
A. discount bill provides for the sale 
of three additional years of warrants 
to the state highway board. The first 
five would be sold outright to the 
highest bidder and the subsequent 
three years would be paid for by the 
highWay board on April 1 and Octo- 
ber 1, 1932, and April 1, 1933 in 
installments of $540,000 each.

Atlanta's eriminal justice costs 
more than it does in most cities, 
which is pretty high, figures of the 
Wickersham commission released 
Friday in Washington reveal. 

Atlanta’s per capita crime cost 
is S6.56, while the ganeral aver- 
age for American cities studied by 
the commissions experts is $5.47. 
Savannah is the only other Geor- 
gia city having a per capita cost 
higher than that average. The 
port city's cost was fixed at $5.97. 
Macon was a few cents under the 
average, 35.27, but Columbus and 
Augusta were found have ex- 
ceptionally low costs, the former 
paying only $3.98 and the latter 
S3.S7. 

In Atlanta the cost of criminal 
police was found to be $820,211; 
prosecutions S100, 508 +. the

Twenty or twenty-five 
who took pdésition in the Gibera railroad 
tunnel held up government troops for 
many hours, according to reports 
reaching here, and the insurrectionists 
have been able to reunite outside the 
town. Skirmishing was going on to- 
day between rebel bands and fed- 
eral detachments along the _ short 
mountain range near Gibara. 

Although the federal army seized 
much War material, including ma- 
chine guns, rifles and ammunition, in 
the assault on Gibara, the rebels were 
reported still to be well equipped. 

Among them, according to informa- 
tion received here, are Germans, 
French, Japanese and Americans. 

Estimates of the casualties in the 
fighting around Gibara range all the 


'way from 300 to 600. Government 


sturces reported four soldiers dead 
and eight wounded and totaled rebei 
casualties at 43. 

The little city of Gibara “was dam- 
aged only slightly by bombs dropped 
from the nine airplanes which assist- 
ed the government infantry. Most 
of the charges fell on the outskirts 
of the city. 

At the height of the fighting 2,000 
government soldiers and an estimated 
1,000 rebels were in action, according 
to advices received here. Details as 
to the number of men involved in to- 
day’s skirmishes along the mountain 
range near the town were not avail- 
able. 

Federal units detached to hunt down 
groups of revolutionaries in the hilly 
country found pursuit difficult because 
of the nature of the terrain. 

After sporadic’ fighting in Havana 
during the night, all residents and 
visitors were warned not to discuss 
rumors of the insurgent movement ex- 
cept on the basis of official gpvern- 
ment reports.

the ‘cost of crime,” addressed directly 
to President Hoover, pointed out that 
despite the page upon page of impres- 
Sive statistics assembled it was “‘whol- 
ly impossible” to reach an accurate 
total figure. 

_Goldthwaite H. Dorr and Sidney P. 
Simpson, New York lawyers, who 
wrote much. of the document, ex- 
plained that limitations of time and 
funds had made it impossible to ob- 
tain totals attributable to racketeer- 
ing, bootlegging, extortion, fraudulent 
bankruptcies, thefts of uninsured prop- 
erty, bucket shops, and all the range 
of confidence games. 

_ Nevertheless, the two experts piled 
figure upon figure and statistical ta- 
ble upon table until the purposely 
unadded items swept beyond $1,119,- 
000,000. Even this incomplete analysis 
pushed the cost beyond $3,000,000 a 
ay. 

The commission, as a preface to its 
list of recommendations for reducing 
this cost, asserted even such incom- 
plete findings “strikingly confirm the 
accuracy of the general belief that 
crime imposes a tremendous economic 
burden on the community.” 

The 11 members urged that “nation- 
wide thorough and scientific studies of 
racketeering and organized extortion 
should be made” as basis for an at- 
tack upon this~type of crime. 

It recommended also that if neces- 
sary the huge sums expended annually 
for criminal justice be increased since 
they are “of less economic importance 
oy the losses inflicted by the crim- 
inal.” 

However, the “efficiency of police 
administration” was attacked and a 
suggestion made that this branch of 
law enforcement be brought to a level 
“commensurate” swith the expenditures 
upon it. An extension of probation was 
urged to cut down prison costs. The 
expenditure of more money on prose- 
cuting criminals was suggested as an 
ultimate economy. Finally, a recom- 
mendation was made that the number 
of jury trials be reduced, but that both 
jurors and witnesses be giver in- 
creased compensation,

Key also delivered a curt burst in 
answer to Porter's criticism of his re- 
fusal to drink a “water toast” today 
to President Paul Doumer, Of France. 
He said “Mayor Porter Seems to be- 
long to a small group of extremists in 
this country whose chief resort is 
abuse and misrepresentation. JI am 
perfectly willing for him and them 
to occupy this entire field.” 

The women, Mrs. J. E. Andrews, 
chairman of the Woman's Georgia 
committee for law enforcement; Mrs. 
Marvin Williams, first vice chairman 
and president of the Georgia Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union, and Mrs. 
Wellington Stevenson, legislative 
chairman of the woman’s committee, 
scored Key in a letter addressed to 
Porter. They apologized for Key’s 
refusal to drink the dry toast, and 
invited Porter, if he is recalled for 
not imbibing of the champagne toast 
to the French Doumer, to make At- 
lanta his home. 


A recall effort is now beipg direct- 
ed against Key for his anti-prohibi- 
tion assertions while in France, and 
Porter is being subjected to a recall 
because he walked out of the party 
refusin to drink champagne * to 
Frances president. 

Text of the letter from the woman's 
committee follows: 


We assure you that the contemptuous 
letter from Mayor James L. Key, of At- 
lanta, in reply to your most courteous over- 
ture for peace, sobriety and temperance 
as expressed by your gift of a jug of clear 
spring water, does not represent the senti- 
ment of the God-fearing, law-abiding women 
of the City of Atlanta and the State of 
Georgia. 

We feel that a modern Benedict Arnold 
represented the City of Atlanta on the re- 
cent good-will tour of France, and that as 
Arnold thought that the British would win 
the war anyway,.60 Key thought that the 
liquor interests of dther countries would win 
the battle against the moral forces of the 
world and he, as Arnold did, took matters 
into his own hands and betrayed his people 
and his country. 

We do not feel, however, that France 
will respect or honor Key, any more than 
the British did Arnold, because we note 
with interest that France has both a presi- 
dent and a minister of foreign relations, 
as well as many other prominent govern- 
ment officials, who are total abetainers, 
and whom we are sure are loyal to their 
own country. 

On behalf of the people of Atlanta we 
wish to assure you, Mayor Porter, as well 
as the people of the world, that Mr. Key 
kept his views concerning prohibition well 
concealed from the electorate of our city, 
and only expressed them when he put the 
Atlantic ocean between us.

Road-Debt Bill Passed. 

On senate agreement to a _ house 
amendment, the senate bill providing 
for the state to assume the debts of 
the counties which advanced money 
for road construction was enacted and 
now goes to the governor. The Dill 
calls for a constitutional amendment 
authorizing the state to begin on 
March 25, 1936, the job of repaying 
the counties at the rate of 10 per 
cent of the gasoline tax each year 
until the total of $26,000,000 is paid. 

The senate passed a house bill au- 
thorizing the city of Atlanta to lend 
firemen to Fulten and DeKalb coun- 
ties, and agreed to house amendment 
of a senate bill relating to fishing and 
providing a non-resident’s license of 
$5.25. for fishing.

When Clarence Gambler, the 
longest driver in golf, wants an ex- 
ceptionally long-hit ball, he stands 
with his feet a bit closer together. 

This enables him to get more 
pivot to the backswing and more 
force for the clubhead. 

To stand with the feet further 
apart keeps the player from_getting 
a comfortable backswing and conse- 
quently he finds himself lunging 
into the ball. 

In lunging he makes an effort to 
reach the ball and finds he has cut 
the shot for a long slice.

A free Takeout is of the same type, 
only that it offers an alternative bid 
and implies a lack of adequate trump 
support for the suit bid by partner. 

Opposite this hand, if partner can 
bid freely without the compulsion of 
a Force, a game is a reasonable pos- 
sibility. If he has been compelled to 
respond and holds neither honor-tricks 
nor playing-tricks in support of part- 
ner’s bid, then the Declasfer may just 
as well expect the worst and be pre- 
pared for a very considerable loss. 

Therefore, in the Culbertson Sys- 
tem, the following are the minimum 
requirements for opening with Forc- 
ing bids of two in a suit:
